He treats them Christian 
Sciencely and for him the chill does 
not exist. 
Hence ail the buildings are 
built with a weather eye to summer 
only and heating facilities are as rare 
as a day in June or an underdone 
steak. 
As a matter of cold fact the ther­ 
mometer never registers much lower 
than on some of our own crisp autumn 
days in the United States. 
It is just 
the tomb-like chill of the unheated 
buildings that gives that fierce trap­ 
ped effect.
